It's  sad,  this  lack  of  culturally  plural  (if  that's  the 
"politically  correct"  word)  role  modeling.  It's  so  sad  as  to  tjecome  unforgivable,  con- 
sidering the  world  in  which  we  live.  Yet  the  need  for  working  together  does  not  disap- 
pear despite  the  poverty  of  mass  culture.  In  fact  the  issues  go  deeper  than  most  culture 
producers  seem  able  to  grasp.  You  should  know,  however,  that  we  try  to  take  on  the 
deep  issues  at  KPfT<. 

We  fare  better  at  some  times  than  others  and  we  choose  the  struggle.  It  goes  with  the 
territory:  grappling  with  race  and  class  issues,  ever  skeptical  of  conventional  wisdoms, 
so  serious  as  not  to  be  taken  seriously  sometimes. 

Most  of  all,  we've  tried  to  learn  from  the  past  to  grasp  a  better  future.  And  we've 
evolved  a  plan — which  we  have  told  you  before  goes  by  the  name  Strategic  Plan — to 
reach  the  future.  While  this  Plan  is  just  some  words  on  a  page  now,  the  test  will  come 
in  what  you  hear  down  the  road. 

And  down  the  road  we  will  present  you  vrith  higher  quality  radio:  better  produced, 
intelligently  assembled,  stories  of  urban  and  country  southern  California.  We  will  take 
our  present  training  program  and  add  basic  journalism  to  the  core  curriculum;  we  will 
train  a  corps  of  program  producers  to  work  on  our  prime  time  broadcasts  in  the  morn- 
ing and  evening  drive  times.  We  will  work  toward  informing  an  intercultural  audience 
about  issues  of  both  local  and  global  importance.  We  will  speak  to  people  who  should 
feel  the  potential  of  their  own  individual  and  collective  power 

That's  the  vision  within  the  overall  goal  of  better  managing  KPFK's  programming  to 
reach  a  broader  and  more  diverse  audience. 

We  hope  you  will  stay  with  us  over  what  appears  to  be  a  year  or  more  of  transition. 
During  the  interim,  we  will  continue  to  initiate  special  programming  to  prepare  you 
and  ourselves  for  the  future.  We  are  committed  to  the  hard  issues:  race  and  class;  trib- 
alism and  the  community;  philosophy  and  politics.

"Cancionero  de  la  Columbina,"  said  to 
have  belonged  to  Columbus'  son 
Ferdinand,  and  the  first  known  surviving 
manuscript  of  Spanish  polyphony.
